That is what science connsts of — ^putting two and two together in 
sncli a way that they make more than four. " 

If the law holds, tl^en civilization should ad\-ance at an increas- 
ingly rapid rate, and, it would appear, there can be po bounds to the 
progress of the race. 

But what does the term civilization embrace and connote f The 
mere discovery of facts about the universe, the moltiplieation of in- 
ventions, till' eontriviug of new machines, the incresse in the number 
of conv(inii'nees with which we surround ourselves, the ma.stery of the 
air, the subjugation of nature and her energies, the accumulation of 
wealth and the indefinite expansion of all man's intellectual powers 
can not ezhatise the meaning of the word civiiliization. 

The trouble with the world today is that men have mistaken 
scientific progress for genuine human development, which must neces- 
sarily include moral progression as well as material improvement. 

Those philosophers who hold that there is no continuous progress, 
but that humanity passes through cycles of advance and retrogres- 
sion, of growth followed by decay, have history to support their 
views. It has been so with nations since civilization was initiated, 
and there are as many modern as there are ancient exemp^cations 
of the truth. ' 
"Eternity was on the pyramid, 

And immortality' on Oreeces and Rome; 
But in them all the ancient traitor hid, • 
And so they tottered like unstable foam." 
The moral factors being nei^eoted and spiiritual laws violated 
history will repeat again and again the tragic storj- of the past. 

Man must learn to subdue himself, to obey the divine law. to 
organize his social life so that justice shall prevail, to alxdiah raoial 
antqiathieB and national animosities, to equalize conditions, to guar- 
antee a fair opportunity to every individual, to substitute cooperation 
for competition, and to make reason and righteousness the universal 
law before humanity can advance continuously without relapses and 
periods of decay.
